With Senator Whee'er of Mcn- 
tana, leading Congressional foe 
of such legislation, the labor 
leader asserts there is no “emer¬ 
gency” condition to warrant such 
a step in peace time.

Together home and farm work ac¬ 
cidents last year killed 35,400 adults 
and children and injured the stag¬ 
gering niimher of 4,750,000 persons. 

To combat this annual accident 
•courge the American Red Cross 
launched a nation-wide program In 
1935 to acquaint householders and 
farm workers with the hazards coin¬ 
cident with their work and home 
life. This year more than 1900 Red 
Cross chapters are sponsoring this 
task in the communities they serve. 

Oa October 23 the anual Red 
Cross campaign will begin through¬ 


out the nation to assist household¬ 
ers to discover and eliminate haz¬ 
ards liable to cause accidents in 
the home. Members of the American 
Junior Red Cross and their school¬ 
mates will distribute check lists to 
parents and assist in examining 
their own homes and in removing 
hazards. This Red Cross warning 
reaches more than 9,000,000 homes 
and farms each year. 

The Red Cross stresses the need 
of removing hazards which may 
cause falls, as this type of accident
